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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Newly submitted claims 3 1-35 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claims 3 1-35 are drawn to display 
devices, such as a CRT or a flat panel display classified in class 313 subclass 461. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, 
this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the 
merits. Accordingly, claims 31-35 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1-9 and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Iga et 
al. (5,770,1 13). Iga et al. teaches a varistor formed with powder zinc oxide particles having an 
average diameter from about "0.05 micrometers to 10 micrometers" (col. 10, lines 30-35). Iga et 
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al. teaches a stoichiometry of ZnO and ZnO 2 . Further, the metal oxide of Iga et al. includes 
Bi 2 0 3 . 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
